An SfU spokesman Mid Fri¬ 
day night a revlard constitu¬ 
tion setting up Ihe district as 
"the Seafarers' International 
Union of Canada" la to ha sub¬ 
mitted shortly lo the union's 
jn.noo members for ratifica¬ 
tion. 


Little opposition is expected. 
Hal C- Banks, intarnatlonal 
vice-president and head of the 
Canadian district under the old 
constitution, will become presi¬ 
dent of the S1UC under th* 
new. 

The spokesman said th* 
change* in Iha constitution 
have been worked on for sev- 
oral months, and ratification is 
nol expected lo lake much 
longer lhan a month.

Whether or not the cleaning girl found the 
owner of the button, she pleased the people who 
aaw what she was doing That's the way to build 
a good public relations "Image"—by small, spon¬ 
taneous acts of service. .

I think the behavior of minor employees fells 
you a lot about the boss. Everyone knows offices 
where there Is a mean, gloomy, grudging spirit 
Often as not, it starts at an executive level and 
apreads downward from there 

In some companies, and in some branches of 
government service, Ihere are emotional Typhoid 
Marys who spread the Infection of pessimism and 
had temper to everyone else. 

Luckier organizations have agreeable people 
In key places, who set the; tone for everyone. 

Somewhere In the government ferry orga¬ 
nization, I suspect, there is a good-natured boss 
whose example tends to keep other people in the 
same state of mind. / 

I don't think it is Premier Bennett, but 
someone at a middle level. That's a big conclusion 
to draw, from a button, but I think there is some 
truth to it.

Carrot* may 0* town tn th* oppn 
ground any film# now but. amce in# 
seeds ar# very amall, a finely pulver¬ 
ized anil la necessary. Thla. In tum. 
call* lor fairly dry ground and It I* 
th# condition of the anil rather than 
any data on the calendar lhat governa 
the time of Mowing. 

I follow pi ally much th* aam* 
procedure for aowlng all the smaller 
seed*. Roll which we* dug over and 
lefCtn the rough not raked during 
the winter la trodden In the aprin* 
to make It form and break down the 
lump*. This la don* after the drying 
wind* of March have got in their 
llcka and brought the clod* of *ol! to 
the condition where they will crumble 
at a touch.

Next, any fertilizer* which ar* to 
be applied are aprlnkled evenly over 
the surface. In th* ca*e of carrot* 
and In fact for moat vegetable*, t 
apply Pink Vlgoro or *ome auch all 
purpose dry fertilizer at th* rate of 
half a cupful per square yard, which 
I* scuffled in with the Putch hoe.

For later crop* that might be 
attacked by the second brood of 
carrot file*, the row* should he 
dusted again In late July, spreading 
th# Insecticide lightly on both side* 
ot the carrot row and scuffling It In 
shallowly with the hoe. 

I have heard of some gardener* 
who. In desperation, have taken the 
heroic measure of treating, their 
whole garden with haptarhlor or 
aldrin In an endeavor to wipe oul the 
carrot fly ants and for all. Unfor¬ 
tunately. this doesn't work. Just be¬ 
cause you kill every hut gnib In your 
soil doesn’t mean that your carrots 
will come clean, for there Is nothing 
to prevent a mother carrot fly from 
homing In on the scent of your 
carrots from tome garden several 
h|ocks away. 

Such whaleaal* us* of anil insect! 
rides Isn't good business anyhow. The 
aldrin or' heptachlor doesn't stop at 


killing th* grub* of th* carrot rust 
fly and the onlnn maggot; other toil 
organisms sre killed, soma of them 
beneficial and predatory on our soil- 
inhabiting pests.

Tbie effect of Ih* Insecticidal dre* 
alng wears off eventually and. with 
the predator* and pest parasite* all 
killed oft and out of the way, wh-n 
the soil becomes r* infested by tom# 
wandering carrot fly there hi no 
deterrent to It* spread and th* con¬ 
dition la very much worao than 
before. 

These modern soil Insecticides are 
very useful when properly applied, 
hut we must always keep In mind 
that this is tinkering With the balance 
of nature and the end result cannot 
he foreseen. Use thee# aids to better 
gardening, by alt means, but us# 
them In a minimal way. either as a 
seed dressing or in a narrow band of 
soil In which th# protected Prop la 
to grow.
